Theodore White

November 7, 1972 at 2:23 p. m. This was 
enroute to San Clemente 


The President had.asked me to. contact Theodore White prior to 
his flight to California and offer White the opportunity to fly to 
and from California with the President during the election period. 1 
White cancelled a number of previous plans to avail himself of 
that opportunity. 

Enroute back to Washington, D. C. , on November 7 - probably 
the last 5 minutes before arriving in Washington - the President 
invited White to his cabin. The President's mood was one of 
confidence and relaxed and not as melancholy as White expected 

but anticipatory of victory. It was not a question of winning but 
how big. a win it would be.

The President made a few general points to White. The President 
had flown across the country many times. White asked if the 
President could look down and determine what part of the country 
he was flying over. The President said that he could. He could 
look down and see what part of the country it was. It was a fact 

that ::he was flying over a great deal of the United States while 
everyone down there was voting. 

He talked to White about the Vietnam settlement. (This was 
following Kissinger's "peace is at hand" briefing. ) He pointed 
out that he knew the North Vietnamese were willing to settle 
before the election but had not wished to use that. (The President 
had received a cable on the aircraft on the way out to California 
from Kissinger in Paris, I believe, that related to the Paris Peace 
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The President and Teddy White talked about the importance of 

the ethnic vote. White said on a confidential basis that the 

McGovern people totally ignored the importance of ethnic vote 

and voted a miniscule portion of their budget to getting out the 
ethnic vote. ' °
